Shortest Kouto Across tlie 
Atlantic. 

Tho publication of tho Parlinmoutdry 
Committee's .Report will bo a sufficient 
justification for our reverting thus early 
to a subject involving Canadian suprema- 
cy on the Atlantic. The reader will not 
have forgotten that, during last session of 
tho Dominion Parliament, a Committee 
was appointed to enquire into and report 
upon tho shortest route for mails ami pas- 
sengers between Europe and America 
Tlie report of that Committee has been 
printed and is before lis; and although, 
for want of time and fuller information, 
the Committee thought proper to reserve 
their opinion inso far as the railway across 
Newfoundland, suggested by Mr. Sand- 
ford Fleming, is concerned, there is, 
nevertheless, much that is of tho deepest 
interest and importance in tho Report. 
It sets out with theso fundamental propo- 
sitions:-— 1st, That tho length of theorem 
voyage may easily bo reduced by at least 
one-third, or, say, in round numbers, from 
800 to 1000 nautical miles. 2nd, That 
tho rnte of speed now obtained might bo 
materially increased (probably to the ex- 
tent of not less than two miles per hour) 
if vessels were employed for the purpose 
of conveying mails and first-class passen- 
gers only. Srfl.That by selecting some 
."uitablo point within the Territory of the 
Dominion, and using vessels specially 
constructed for tho purpose, it would bo 
quite practicable to gain from two to 
threo days each way, in tho passage from 
London "to New York, and oven more in 
the journey to other points in the interi- 
or of Canada and tho United States. As 
respects tho best point of departure with- 
in tho Dominion, tho Committee did not 
consider themselves as yet in a position to 
report authoritatively ; but, setting aside 
for the timeVboing tho route across New- 
foundland, they entertain little donbt that 
tho selection will ultimately be between 
Lonisbnrg on tho ono hand, and some 
port on the line of the Intercolonial Rail- 
road, in the vicinity of Shippigan or 
Chatham, on tho other. Tho Report pre- 
sents, by carefully compiled tables, the 
distance's nnd other advantages of the 
routes to these respective proposed points 
of departure, from which the following 
appears: — Taking fourteen miles an hour 
as the average speed, the time from Lon- 
don to Lonisbnrg would bo lot) hours, 
thence by rail to|Quebec,27 hours, making 
a total of ISO hours, Tlie time from Lon- 
don to Shippigan would be 1G(1 hours, 
then by rail to Quebec, 14 hours, making 
a total of ISO hours. It will be seen by 
these figures that, while the wholo dis- 
tance between London and Quebec via 
Lonisbnrg is six hours greater than via 
Shippigan, yet tho water distance, the 
grand point, is seven hours less by the 
former route. Tho Report says, Lonis- 
bnrg has tho great advantage of being 
from GO to 100 miles nearer Europe 
than Shippigan, nnd in tho direct line of 
ocean travel between Europe and tho 
northern ports of the United States, and 
of possessing large and valuable coal 
fields in its inimediato vicinity where coal- 
ing could beeffeoted at a lower rate than 
in any place in Britain or America, whilst 
ocean steamers touching at Shippigan 
would require to be supplied witli fuel 
brought from n great distance. Then 
again, there is this objection to tlie Ship- 
pigan route that navigation in the Straits 
of liellisle cannot well bo reckoned on 
during more than half the year; whereas 
navigation to Lonisbnrg is good at all 
times. The following passage in there- 
port, which we give verbatim, is especial- 
ly interesting:---'" It may also be worthy 
of consideration whether a better port 
than Liverpool could not be found in 
England for this especial service. Tlie 
Committee believe that tho harbor of Mil- 
ford Haven, which is only live hours by 
rail from London, and which is about 120 
miles nearer America than Liverpool via 
Cape Clear and Lonisbnrg, and nearly 
equi-distant by the more northerly route 
via Bolloisle, possesses many advantages 
for this purpose, Tho harbor is under- 
stood to bo perfoetly accessible at all 
states of the tide, and being only 200 
miles distant from Cape Clear, very little, 
if any time, would be lost by making it 
the regular point of departure, while the 
advantage of avoiding the double tran- 
shipinontat Dublin and Holyhead would 
be of considerable moment to tho passen- 
gers, tho main objection to the route via 
Gal way and Valentin having always been 
found in tho necessity for this tranship- 
ment. As tho distance from Milford Ha- 
ven to Louisburg is bandy 2,200 miles, ii 
is obvious that if an average speed of II 
miles an hour can bo obtained, the entire 
distance might be traversed without, tran- 
shipment in 157 hours, or very little over 
six and a hal f days all told, tho distance 
from same point to Shippigan being about 
six hours longer. Should it be found 
possible to maintain the higher rate of 10 
miles per hour, the distance might be 
traversed in 198 hours, or a total period of 
8% days, without transhipment." The 
reader will agree with us as to the growing 
importance of tho subject treated. A short 
time since we alluded to the letter of a cor- 
respondent of a leading American journal, 
wherein it wan frankly admitted that it is 
through Canada the United States must 
seek the shortest and best route to Eu- 
rope. It is gratifying to sou that Canada 
is awaking to a realizing sense of her im- 
mense, maritime advantages.

Newtown, Stewart Murder. 

: 

After two years the Crown has succeed- 
ed in obtaining a conviction of tho mur- 
derer of t he bank cashier of tho Northern 
Rank of Belfast, established in tho town 
of Tyrone, which has over since had n 
sinister fame. It was only on a third trial 
that a conviction was obtained. The bank 
in Newtown Stewart, as tho reader will 
remember, was in charge of two officers, 
the Manager, Mr. Stralian, and tho Cash- 
ier, Mr. Glass, and was carried on in tlio 
parlora of a house, the drawing-room of 
which was lot to a Miss Thompson. On 
the day of tho murder Mr. Strahan was 
away, and the bank moneys were in solo 
charge of Mr. Glass. The bank closed at 
3 o'clock, and shortly before thisMr. Glass 
was seen alive. At A o'clock attention was 
attracted by a stream of blood running 
under the door, which, on being opened, 
disclosed the Cashier lying dead in a pool 
of blood with his rilled cash-box beside 
him, and having evidently been killed by 
blows dealt him on the back of tho head. 
Montgomery, tho Inspector of Police, had 
been at tho bank close upon threo o'clock. 
He wont to make a call on Miss Thomp- 
son. Tho prisoner fixed the hour of the 
visit at half-past three; tlie lady insisted 
thy hour was half-past two, when the bank 
was still open to all comers. Montgo- 
mery's hour would have enabled him to 
account for his time at the very moment 
of committing the murder. A visitor to 
tho bank just before it closed alleged that 
he heard whispering in tho bank parlor, 
which would agree with the theory that 
Montgomery had, when leaving Miss 
Thompson, stopped in to chat witli Glass, 
with whom he was on terms of tho mcst 
perfect intimacy, and was thus on tho 
spot when tho bank was entirely cleared 
of customers. Just after the bank was 
closed tho servont opened the door to hail 
a man who was crying some shell-fish in 
the street, and, having purchased some, 
retired. Montgomery's case was that his 
visit to Miss Thompson corresponded 
with this interval. Rut several witnesses 
fixed tho time of his exit much later. He 
camo out of tho bank without a sign of 
tho murderer's work about him, and hav- 
ing chatted with the people of tho town, 
proceeded to fish. On his return, ho was 
called to assist in discovering tho murder- 
er, and dispatched telegrams in all direc- 
tions to secure his apprehension. Con- 
cealed near the stream where he had been 
fishing was found tho money stolen from 
the bank, together with an iron bolt, 
loaded witli lead. When it was found 
impossible to trace any stranger to the 
town, and, therefore, to tho bank, on the 
day of the murder, people remembered 
with a vividly awakened suspicion that 
Montgomery had been there about the 
time the deed was committed, and that 
ho was deeply in debt and was being pres- 
sed by his creditors. It was also recalled 
that he telegraphed "Death under suspi- 
cious circumstances," when everybody 
that saw the murdered man and the room 
concluded that a foul murder had been 
committed. On the other hand tho cool- 
ness of tho prisoner's demeanor and his 
freedom from all sign of the bloody deed 
were facts on tho other tide. After a long 
trial for the third time, tho jury, entirely 
on circumstantial evidence, gave their 
verdict of guilty, and in the excitement 
Montgomery confessed, accompanying 
what might otherwise hnve seemed the 
outcome of contrition with imputations 
on his wifo and her family, which showed 
that it was tlie result of a frenzed reck- 
lessness.

Steam Sewing Machines.--- A toy steam 
engine, which can bo carried in one's pock- 
et, has been invented to drive sewing ma 
chines.

The Fisheries Question. 

Near Appointment of the Joint Commts- 
ulon—'l'lle Uululive Values of Fishing in 
American it ml Dominion Witters. 

Washington, August 11th. — T ea- 
ty of Washington provides that a Joint 
Commission should be appointed by 
Great Britain and the United States, to 
determine the relative value of the Now 
England and tho Dominion fisheries, and 
under the terms of that treaty this 
Commission must now soon be appointed. 
It was provided that one Commissioner 
should be appointed by tho United Statos, 
one by Great Britain and tho third by 
both nations together. 

Tho British authorities maintain that 
the right to free tishing in the Dominion 
waters is a grant much moro valuablo to 
American fishermen t han tho correspon- 
ding grant of free fishing to Dominion 
men in American watrs. The demon- 
stration in this matter involves] tho con- 
sideration of the question of tho "marine 
league." The law oflieors of tho Crown 
insisted that under tho treaty tho term 
"marine league" is threo miles into tho 
sea, measured from headland to headland, 
This would exclude our fishermen from 
valuablebays and inlets. Our Governmen t 
and notably Caleb Cashing, has insisted 
that the initial point of a "marine league" 
must in all instances bo tho shore line, 
anil that tho forbidden territory embraces 
the waters comprehended within the limit 
which was bounded by a line three miles 
from and parallel with tho shore. This 
has already once nearly brought the two 
nations into war. 

Recent advices from tho Dominion in- 
dicate that the Canadians do not placo 
less importance on their fisheries than on 
ours. 

Our Government considers that irre- 
spective of tho question of a "marine 
league," tho right to tho free entry of 
Canadian fish into the United States is of 
itself a more valuable grant than the 
privilege of free fisheries on Canadian 
waters. 

Terrible Catastrophe in Eng- 
land. 

[DY TELEOIUrU.] 

New York, Aug. Hi. — This morning's 
mail brings full details of the railway dis- 
aster at Wigan, England, on tho London 
and Northwestern railroad, on the morning 
of Saturday, August 2d, and tho leading 
features of which the cable gave a sum- 
mary, and in which Sir John Anson lost 
his life. The number almost instantly 
killed. Jor taken out fur dead in tho course 
of the forenoon, was ten; tho number 
wounded was twenty-six, of whom one, 
John Foster, of Oxford, died the same 
day, and Robert Goodman was reported 
dead the next Monday. A little boy also 
died on Monday afternoon. The tourist 
train was speeding northward, and dash- 
ing on, drawn by the engine ot a rate not 
much less than forty miles an hour, when 
suddenly a wrench shook all the carriages 
from the first to the last, and while 
eighteen of the number kept the rails, 
tho others in the rear, throe vans, 
parted suddenly from tho foremost por- 
tion of tho train, and took tho siding at 
the points where tin; down lino is crossed 
obliquely. The detached carriages veered 
over against that portion of the platform, 
which abuts on tho siding, and plowed 
the Hags and (Mirth up for a length of 
twenty and thirty yards. Tho leading 
carriage, which was of composite con- 
struction, leaped the metals and bounded 
upon the platform, throwing itself up in 
mid-air, and alighting bottom uppermost. 
This carriage was smashed into a thou- 
sand splinters. The t wo succeeding car- 
riages sprung from the metals to tho plat- 
form and fell over with a terrifio crash 
upon their sides. One or two others 
leaned almost completely over a few yards 
beyond, blacking tho siding and smash- 
ing themselves into indescribable wrecks. 
One corner of the wall, from which 
springs the roof of the station house, was 
struck and knocked out of plumb for 
several yards. A long length of thick 
brick wiill adjoining, built between tho 
the railway and Queen street, which _« 
live or six yards below the lovol of tho 
railway was partly knocked down, and 
large fragments of one of tno carriages, as 
well as tho mangled body of a female 
passenger, wero hurled over tho wall, fall- 
ing upon and through a slated roof. 



A man named Reuben AllenderBorson, 
who calls himself a graduate in honours, 
and is certainly a man of attainments, was 
sentenced in London to five years' penal 
servitude for bigamy. Ho seems to have 
passed Ilia life in marrying and seducing 
women. Ho was twico married legally, and 
once by a quasi-legal ceremony; was once 
convicted under tho Bastardy Act, and 
was found when arrested to be engaged or 
on the point of engagement to thirty wo- 
men. Tho most extraordinary fact about 
his career is that ho taught one of his vic- 
tims, an Irish servant-girl named Morgan, 
whom he choate 1 by a mock marriage, 
Arabic, and during his detention before 
trial wrote to her in that tongue asking 
her to perjure herself to save him, and to 
bring him some tobacco. The poor girl, 
in simple perplexity, consulted her em- 
ployer as to what should be done, and ho 
forwarded tho whole matter to the Treasu- 
ry. This is not the case merely of an edu- 
cated criminal, but, of a criminal who 
must have taken enormous pains to edu- 
cate one of the humblest of his victims 
for no apparent purpose, unless ho in- 
tended ultimately to fly to Syria. 

Tho Select Committee of the House of 
Lords appointed to inquire into the Sup- 
ply of- Horses in England has reported 
that it has been proved there is an in- 
creasing demand and a diminished supply 
and they suggest that Government prizes 
should bo offered for sound stallions, and 
that taxes upon horses kept by farmers 
should be repealed. 

One hundred police constables, out of 
the total force of 140, at Dundee, have 
given notice of resignation, in consequence 
of their request for increased pay not hav- 
ing been complied with. 

An extraordinary meeting of the Alex- 
andra l'ahioe Company was held for the 
purpose of increasing the capital of the 
company. A resolution that tho nominal 
capital of tho company he increased from 
£550,000 to £700,000 was carried. 

Tho Queen has answered the address 
which Mr. Richard carried in tho House 
of Commons, praying her to instruct 
Lord Granville to take steps for the estab- 
lishment of a general and permanent sys- 
tem of International Arbitration, very 
drily. She is "sensible of the force of the 
philanthropic motives which have dictat- 
ed" tho address. She has always been 
anxious to extend the practice of settling 
quarrels by arbitration. And she will 
"continue to pursue a similar course, with 
due regard to time and opportunity, when 
it shall seem likely to be attended with ad- 
vantrgc," — a very safe promise. Mr. 
Richard's prayer is plainly not granted. It 
is politely ignored. 

A Coroner's inquest was held at Abin- 
gor Hall, near Dorking, upon tho body of 
the Bishop of Winchester, when a verdict 
of "Accidental Death" was returned. 

A lady, living at Brompton, died from 
injuries sustained by burning, her clothes 
having caught fire through her treading 
upon a Inciter match lying upon the car- 
pet of her drawing room. 

Mr.|I3roadhoad,of trade-union notorioty , 
is before tho Divorce Court on the peti- 
tion of his wife. 

Tho Prince and Princess do Vismishave 
lost a child, aged four years, by a similar 
accident to that which hofel a sou of tho 
Princess Royal lately. In this last ease it 
appears tho child was looking out. of an 
upstairs window when the iron guard gave 
way, and he fell some twenty feet, nnil 
died in a few hours after. 

At Monk's Farm, Coggoshall, two sis- 
ters, named Kate and Mary Denniss, lived 
with their brother, and ono morning, tho 
sisters wero playing with each other in the 
house when Mary said to her sister, "I 
will shoot you," and at onco seized the 
gun ami shot her sister, killing her in- 
stantly. 

Mr. Monckton, a solicitor, was elected 
Town Clork of tho City of London. The 
salary attached to tho ofllce is 1,500 per 
annum. 

Dominion Mail Summary. 

Fort Garry, Aug. 12.— Tt is understood 
that the Lieutenant-Governor has sont 
tobacco to the tribes of Indians inhabit- 
ing tho Lake of the Woods region, invit- 
ing them to meet him at the north-west 
angle on 11th of next month. About 2,- 
500 Indians are expected to bo present. 

Building operations are going on here 
more rapidly than ever, but they are not 
equal to the great demand for houses. 

Another attempt has been made by the 
Americans to kidnap Gordon. He has 
left Headingly, where he was staying. 
Groat indignation is felt at the repeated 
efforts to put our laws at defiance 

Ottawa, Aug. 12. ---The Governor-Gen- 
eral will arrive to-morrow. His Excel- 
lency will occupy the Speaker's chamber 
in the House of Commons during his 
stay, which is fixed for threo days. 

It seems pretty well established that 
the wicked and malicious rumour of Sir 
John Maodouald's suicide, which obtain- 
ed credence through a great portion of 
Canada and the United States, was start- 
ed by Mr. Huntington. 

Tho Opposition does not, in reality, ex- 
pect anything but prorogation, as may bo 
gathered from the fact that Geordio 
Brown is not here; but they have brought 
very largo trunks with them ami have in- 
duced the host of Russell House to ad- 
vertise for extra servants. 

Montreal, Aug. 12. 

Thoso who profess to he well informed 
say that his Excellency the Governor-Gen- 
eral will certainly prorogue Parliament 
to-morrow.

3,000 people attended. 

The Provincial Government Ball to his 
Excellency the Governor and the Coun- 
tess on Friday ovening was very success- 
ful, about 250 persons wore present, and 
tho Provincial Building where the ball 
was held, was gorgeously fitted up and 
draped for the occasion, and presented a 
beautiful appearance. 

Articles of agreement proposed by Big- 
lin for a race with Geo. Brown on Bed- 
ford Basin for 1000 wero roceived on Sa- 
turday night. Tho 28th August is sot 
down for tho race. Brown has agreed to 
the proposal, and much interest is being 
taken in the forthcoming event. Other 
races for that day are expeotod. 

The comparative statement of tho No- 
va Scotia coal trade for tho first six 



months of tho present year shows an in- 
crease in coal raised over the same period 
of last year of 183,500, and an increase in 
sales of 690,000 tons. 

The bark Eyr sailed for London yester- 
day with a cargo of 10,17-1 cases canned 
lobsters. 

The reports from the Labrador fishery 
are encouraging and the local fisheries of 
Nova Scotia are prosperous this season. 

Ottawa, Aug, 9— The official Gazette of 
to-day publishes the order in Council of 
Her Majesty's Government passed upon 
receipt of addresses from the Legislatures 
of Canada and Prince Edward Island, and 
in accordance with those addresses, fixing 
the 1st day of July as tho date upon which 
tho union shall take effect. The address- 
es of the several Legislatures arc also pub- 
lished. 

Fort Garry, Manitoba, Aug. 8. — The 
bazaar held in the Courthouse on Thurs- 
day and Friday in aid of the general hos- 
pital was a grand success, the proceeds 
amounting to over .S1200. 

Lord Gordon has suddenly disappear- 
ed. It is. said he has gone west to tho 
Rocky Mountains or British Columbia. 
A party arriving from tho West to-day 
report having met him wilh a large escort 
about 100 miles west. 

A party of Russian Mennonites are 
forming a settlement in Ontario, and a 
Polish settlement, is being established in 
the Ottawa Valley.

'Suffering froiii 
delirium,' indeed!— when he was chatting 
to his frionds. 'Depressed in mind,' in- 
deed—when he was engaged in the youth- 
ful and cheerful pleasure of bathing, tak- 
ing 'headers' like a boy, and preparing 
like a healthy bodied and minded man 
for tho labors of the rest of tho year." 

The Ottawa Citizen says: We have much 
pleasure in announcing that Col. Collin 
has been appointed Commissioner of Or- 
dinance and Admiralty Lands.

Orilla, Aug. 'J— A frightful railway 
accident occurred to-day between Orilla 
and the Narrows bridge on the Atherlv, 
about two milos from the former village! 
The catastrophe took place on the Mid- 
land Railway, about 1:15 p.m. It appears 
tho gravel train was running at a moder- 
ate rate through tho swamp and ran 
over two cows, which would persistently 
keep in the track. The engine passed 
over them without sustaining any appar- 
ent damage, but the van which contained 
the laborers succeeding it was not so for- 
tunate, as it was by some means forced 
off tho t rack and the gravel cars broko in- 
to it, killing instantly two men named re- 
spectively James Stevens and Toovall 
Lake. A Norwegian from Muskoka, one 
of tho injured, has sinco died. The fol- 
lowing are injured it is feared fatally: 
Thos. Darby, Geo. Campbell, Bart Con- 
nors, W. Underwood and two others 
whoso names have not beon ascertained. 
Several more are injured slightly. Doc- 
tors Corbett and Elliott wore promptly in 
attendance at tho scene of the sad occur- 
rence. Numbers also arrived from Oril- 
la, bringing with them Doctors Little 
and Moore. 'Busses, buggies, etc., wero 
also provided without delay for the in- 
jured men and in fact every attention was 
at once rendered for their immediate re- 
lief by tho people from Orilla and Atlier-

Central Asia 

First Consequence- ot the Capture of Kill vn 
— Anglo-Indian Policy in tin- Premises. 

Tt is stated, our Cabul correspondent 
informs us, that a Russian aggression on 
Herat is imminent. Khivahas been taken 
possession of and speedy arrangements 
are being made to enter Herat. It is ru- 
mored that Sirdar Abdulrahman Khan is 
employed in the Russian army, and has 
turned a Christian with the sole view of 
obtaining pecuniary and military aid. 
The Russians questioned him, it appears, 
as to his real motives for his change of re- 
ligion, and he is said to have replied that 
it was for the purpose of regaining his 
lost territories, and that he aspired ton 
seat on the throne of his father in Cabul. 
It is rumored that the Russians promised 
to assist him. 

The rumors as to tho approach of tho 
Russians in the direction of Herat evident- 
ly have omanatedffrom Abdulrahman. It 
is stated in Cabul that he, Abdulrahman 
Khan, wrote to tho Amir of Cabul on the 
subject of his interview with tho Russian 
commander, advising the Amir that if ho 
had any regard for his life to abdicate the 
Cabul throne in his favor. Tho Amir, on 
receipt of the letter, it is stated by our 
correspondent, was much depressed in 
mind, and immediately addressed the 
Government of India, at tho same time 
soliciting them to supply assistance in the 
event of a collision taking place. 

In every city, it is rumored, an English 
army will" soon be dispatched to Cabul 
and Herat to support the Amir. — Lahore, 
Punjab, Times, June i\th. 

The Race Growing More 
Long Lived- 

Items of vital statistics recently pub- 
lished in Europe are cited in confirma- 
tion nl tho generally roceived opinion 
that the duration of human life is at 
present greater than in pnst centuries. 
Thus, it in stated that in Gen- 
eva, Switzerland, registers have been 
kept of the yearly average of human 
longevity since 1590. In that year it 
is given at twenty-two years and six 
months. At present it is over forty 
years. The tables compiled by life as'- 
Burance companies in England, and 
adopted in this country, are said to 
show a similar result. In the four- 
teenth century, tho average annual 
mortality in the city of Paris was one 
in sixteen; it is now given as about ono 
in thirty-two. In all England, in 101)0, 
tho rate of mortality was one in thirty - 
three;as now given, it is about one in 
forty- two.
